the keynote of the two-day district 
meeting of 
more 
than 75 AAA 
farmer-committeemen, 
field wom­ 
en and office personnel held in 
Escanaba 
on 
Wednesday 
a n d 
Thursday. 
The principal topic up for dis­ 
cussion during 
the 
meeting was 
the “ Food 
for 
Freedom” 
farm 
production 
program 
f o r 19 4 2 
which calls for the greatest agri­ 
cultural production in the history 
of American agriculture. 
The application of this new pro­ 
gram to the Fpper Peninsula agri­ 
culture and the part that farmers 
in this area can contribute were 
questions taken up in detail by 
the AAA committeemen. 
The group 
also 
discussed 
at 
length some of the problems fac­ 
ing farmers in 1942, including the 
shortage of farm labor and new' 
farm machinery, and the shortage' 
of feed in some areas, 
It was decided that efforts must 
be continued with more emphasis 
during the 
next 
two 
or 
three 
months to urge farmers to take 
steps to repair their present farm 
machinery as soon as possible in 
order that all farm equipment will 
be ready next spring. 
Frank J Brander, chairman of
